3. Applicant's arguments have been reviewed and are found convincing. As such, 
a calculation including hair as a substrate; in accord with the compositions of the 
previously cited, closest prior arts of Wells et al. (US 5,883,058) in view of the 
improvements that include stabilizers by Hood (US 2002/0058015) for hair care 
material, when placed in hair of typical quantities, as taught by Garcia et al. (J. Soc. 
Cosmet. Chem. Vol 27 pp 37-398 1976), in art recognized shampoo amounts as 
evidenced by Birtwistle (US 5,302,322), as noted in the previous Office action of 16 
August 201 1 ; is not applicable to the aqueous composition of the instant invention due 
to the invention's required amount of polymer particulate material.
